Case 1.—To construct a sand-clay 


rnrface by 'admixing day with Kami 
fron the roadbed, first fn.it the road- 
bed in the manner already described 
for eartlibedl construction, but keep 
the crown flat en the portion to be 
surfaced. Tten spread clay OTtr that 
part of the roadway which the Far- 
face Is to cover, to euch depth that, 
when it I* nixed with the rand of the 
roadbed, a surface about eight Inches 
thick, after compacting, will be ob- 
tained. The loose depth of clay neces- 
sary to secure a finished surface eight 
Inches thick usually will vary from 
four Inches to Elx Inches, according to 
the amount of sand the clay contains. 
After the clay has been spread, plow 
np sand frora beneath In sufficient 
quantity to make the net proportion 
of sand to clay about 2 to 1. Ordinari- 
ly the plow furrows should extend 
down Into the sand from four to six 
Inches, depending on the compactness 
of the roadbed and the amount of rand 
originally present in the clay. 
But 


it Is better to have too little than too 
much s.irul, because It Is easier to add 
sand from the roadbed than to haul 
additional clay. Xert harrow the ecr- 
faco with a disk harrow. Repeat the 
rpcratlnns of plowing and harrowing 
until the sand and clay are mixed thor- 
ousUy end uniformly. Then shape cp 
the surface with a pradin;; machine or 
r";id drag tnd permit trade upon It. 
After the first soaking rain, plow end 
harrow the surface spain until the 
furfarir.e mntrrlal practically becomes 
i::a«l. cftcr which »hspe cp the Burfcce 
and teep It in shape by repeated dreg- 
ping until It has dried out tnd Is 
thortvjphly compacted. Watch the road 
carefully for several months after it

(1) The questions of location. <Je- 


slpa. drainage, grading. et(^, are. If 
anything, more Important In the case 
of sand-clay roads th»ri in the case of 
earth roads. 


(2) The amount of clay contained in 


a finished sand-clay road surface 
should be only slightly more than suf- 
ficient to £11 the Tolds In the sand. 
Ordinarily about one part of clay to 
two parts of sand gives satisfactory 
results, though the proper proportion 
for any particular case can be deter- 
mined best by experiment. 


(3) For average country-road traffic 


and a stable roadbed, the depth of a 
sand-clay surface should be about 
fight Inches after It Is compacted. If 
clean sand and pure clay were used to 
make the mixture, the respective 
depths of the eand layer and the clay 
layer required would be approximate- 
ly eight Inches and four Inches, meas- 
ured loose. It Is customary to decrease 
the surface thickness from center to 
sides, with, a feather edge extending 
Dut over the shoulders, but this prac- 
tice makes It necessary for most of 
the traffic to use the center of tha 


Is Crst constructed, to correct defi- 
ciencies of sand pr clay and to keep 
th<> surface in shape. 


Cnse 2.—To construct a sandy-clay 


road surface by admixing sand with 
clay from the roadbed, the process Is 
exactly similar to that described for 
Case 1, except that sand Is spread orer 
the graded roadbed apd clay Is plowed 
up from beneath to mlr with It. The 
depth to which the sand should be 
spread for an eight-Inch finished sur- 
face usually varies from four to eight 
Inches according to the amount of 
sand contained originally In the clay 
of the roadbed. The depth to which 
the plow farrows should extend down 
Into the clay usually varies from abont 
three Inches to about five inches, and 
depends on^ the sand content of the 
clay and the compactness of the road- 
bed. It should be borne In rr.Ind that. 
In this case. It Is better to have a sur- 
plus of sand than a surplus of clay 
In the surface, because the former Is 
more easily corrected. 


Case 3.—Figure 2 Illustrates the two 


principal steps Involved in construct- 
ing a sand-clay surface with topsoil 
or other natural sand-clay mixture.

The State Council 
of 
Defense

ing chain-letter requests for dona- 
tions. This is a practice which 
is 
contrary to law, and also.contrary 
to the wishes of the Red Cross.and 
similar 
reputable 
organizations 
whose names are often used in the 
letters sent out in that manner. 
There are plenty of good causes 
lo which one may give. 
The Red 


Cross, Ihe Y. M. C, A., the Knights 
of Columbus and various other war 
camp funds which bear the approv- 
al of the government, are doing the 
greatest work of alL None of them, 
resorts to illegal methods of solicit- 
ing. The person who gives at the re- 
quest of a chain-letter writer is 
giving blindly and 
unintclligently. 
In times such as this our

French Overthrow Disease 


Surgeon-Major Eduard Hist of the 


.French army sent a few hot shots 
into the camp of the enemy in a pa- 
per on contagious disease read at j 
the recent \Yashington meeting of 
the American Public Health Associa 
lion, life states very freely that in 
the first few months of the 
war 


there was a great deal of disease 
amon^ the French which oould not 
have been prevented in the fact of 
the speed at which the army had 
to be mobilized and put into the 
field, but that there was more in 
the ranks of the enemy. 


He says that there has not been 


a single ca«,e of typhus there, where 
as the disease has been epidemic 
in Austria and there have been ma-j 
n.y cases in Germany. The small 
pox comparison is more favorable, 
even, to the French. He states that 
there have been but two cases of 
smallpox in the army and fifty in the 
civil population. In Austria alone, 
he asserts that there 
have been 
27,000 cases. 
There was in the early days of 


the war an enormous amount of 
typhoid in the French army, due to 
the impossibility of protecting the] 
reserve soldiers by vaccination. In

Garbage varies greatly In Its com- 


position, wholesomeness, and feeding 
qualities. Table garbage Is ^ally 
of a concentrated nature, and If used 
In the fresh condition makes ft *P'«i- 
dld food for bogs and chickens.

'east one hen and one-tenth of a hog 
may be half fed from th« garbage left 
from an average person. In cities this 
v*ste accummulates very rapidly, but 
there Is an Immense quantity of It, 
and It should be otlllted for productive 
purposes. The amount of garbag* 
from hotel* and restaurants Is very 
great, and stockmen should arrange to 
feed It to animal*. Garbage may b« 
fed alone, but It Is better to five It to 
hogs along with a enialler quantity of 
grains and alfalfa pasture.

INSURANCE LAW 


Some of the provisions of the war 
insurance law are now in effect, Ihe 
secretary of the treasury announces 
To care for the wife and chil- 
dren 
of 
(lie enlisted man during 


his service, the law compels him to 
contribute up to one-half of his pay 
for 
their 
.support. 
The govern- 


ment, «>n application, will pener- 
oiisly add to this an allowance of 
from ?.> to £,">0 a month, according 
to the si/e of the family. Moreover, 
if the enlisted ruan will make some 
further provision himself for a de- 
pendent parent, brother, sister, or 
grandchild, they may be included 


in the government allowance. 


If. as a result of injuries incurred 


or disease contracted in the line of 
duty, an 
officer or enlisted—or an 


army or navy nurse should be dis- 
abled, provision is made for com- 
pensation of from $30 to J100 a 
month to him, and, should he die, 
compensation of from 530 to S75 a 
month will be paid to his wife, his 
child or his widowed mother. 


Every 
soldier 
and 
sailor and 
nurse, commissioned and 
enlisted, 


and of any age, has Ihe right, be- 
tween now and February 8, 1918, 
to take out life and total disability 
insurance up |o $10,000 at 
very 
low cost, with the government with 
out medical examination. The right 
i» purely optional. The soldiers and 
sailors are not compelled lo take in 
surance, but if they desire to exer- 
cise the right, they musl do so be- 
fore Ihe I2th of February, 1918. The 


tost ranges from Co cents monthly, 
at Ihe age of 21, lo $1.20 monthly, 
at the age of 51, for each £1,000 of 
insurance. This is a small charge on 
a man's pay—small in proportion 
to Ihe benefits it may bring. 
The 


premiums will be deducted from his 
pay, if he desires, thus eliminaling 
Irouble on his part. 


To provide 
adequate protection 


unlil February 12, 1918, during the 
period when the soldiers and sail- j 
ors are learning the details of this i 
law, the government automatically I 
insures each man and woman, com- 
missioned or enlisted in military scr 
vice of the United Stales. It 
pays 


Ihe man $2Ti a month during total 
permanent disability; if Rie 
dies 


within 20 years, it pays the rest of 
210 monthly installments of 823 each 
to his wife, thiU or widowed niolli-
